No. 9(2) / 65- Rule j.—Ln exercise of the pcweis ccnfeucd by 
sub-section (1) of section 45 of the Feed Coiporaticrs Act, 
1964 (37 of 1964) and with the previous sanction of the Ccntial 
Government, the Food Corporation of India hereby makes the 
following regulations to amend the Food Corporation of India 
(Contributory Provident Fund) Regulations, 1967, n£«iely ; 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Food Corpora- 
tion of India (Contributory Provident Fund) Amend- 
ment Regulations, 1969. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on 
the April 1965, 


2. The following “Explanation” may be inserted under 
Regulation 13 : 

“Explanation : If an employee has been a member of a 
Contributory Provident Fund covered under the E.P,F. 
Scheme, 1952 and has not withdrawn the provident fund 
amount standing to his credit at the time of his joining 
the Corporation, he shall be eligible to become a mem- 
ber of the Fund from the date of his appointment’*. 

3. The following entries may be substituted for the entries 
under Col. 2 of SI. No. 1 (a) and (b) of the statement under 
Regulation 21 (1) : 

4 ‘to pay for the cost of passage to a place cut of India 
of an employee or any member of his family”. 
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4. The statement under sub-rule (1) cl' Regulation 23 jr.ny

(v) where the withdrawal 
is for the construc- 
tion of a house, it 
shall be permitted in 
two or more equal 
instalments (not ex- 
ceeding four) a later 
instalment being per- 
mitted only after veri- 
fication by the trustees 
about the actual utili- 
sation of the earlier 
withdrawal ; 

(y/) the withdrawal shall be 
permitted only if the 
house and/or site is 
free from encum- 
brances and no with- 
drawal shall be per- 
mitted for purchasing 
a share in a joint pro- 
perty or building or 
house or land whose 
ownership is divided; 

(v/i) if the amount with- 
drawn exceeds the 
actual cost of the pur- 
chase or construction 
of the house and/or 
site, or if the amount 
is not utilised for the 
purpose for which it is 
withdrawn, the excess 
or the whole amount, 
as the case may be, 
shall bo refunded to 
the trustees forthwith 
in one lump sum to- 
gether with interest
